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DETAILED ACTION 
Final Rejection 
Response to Arguments & Amendment 

Applicant's arguments concerning the prior art rejection of Morris in view of 
Vancura are persuasive. Specifically, Examiner agrees that these references do not 
disclose or render obvious, selecting or determining a game result from a fixed pool of 
game results derived from a non-fixed pool game, wherein the game play result 
represents a fixed sum award determined prior to base and bonus game play and 
having a base game play result and a bonus game amount, in combination with the 
other claimed limitations. 

However, Applicant's amendment, amending "Class III style" to "non-fixed pool," 
does not comply with the enablement requirement, as set forth more fully below. Thus, 
while the Examiner believes that the claims appear otherwise allowable, Applicant 
needs to recite this limitation in a manner consistent with Section 112. 

Additionally, Examiner points out that claim 1 recites that each element is 
"divisible," which does not require that each element is actually divisible. As such, the 
term is viewed as intended usage; merely requiring prior art ability to perform. Applicant 
should amend this term to recite "divided" or positively recite this limitation using 
appropriate language. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
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art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 -1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. Independent claims 1 , 6 and 1 1 contain 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. 

The claim language "Class III style" was amended to recite "non-fixed pool.", 
which appears to be a new matter. Applicant contends that this limitation is supported 
by the disclosure of non-fixed pool games having bonus rounds, starting on Page 15 of 
the Specification. 

However, the Examiner has reviewed the cited portions & is unable to find 
adequate support for claim limitations requiring fixed pools of elements derived from a 
non-fixed pool game. In fact, the section Applicant points to begins under the heading 
"Pool generation or Protocol Use For Fixed-Pool Games With Bonus." (Specification, 
Page 15.) Furthermore, the subsequent disclosure is only of base and bonus games 
mimicked in jurisdictions with fixed-pool games using multiple pools and fixed-pool 
games using single pools. (Specification, Page 16.) Moreover, Applicant's Background 
discloses desirability for games based on fixed pools and not non-fixed pools. 
(Specification, Page 2.) 

Applicant is requested to point out support for the amendment or amend the 
claims consistent with provisions of Section 112.
